MONOMETALLISM WITH TWO 

: METALS. 

[coxrninvren. ] 

When in 1816 the wise men of England 
cot tho ball rolling that haa !anded in the 
modern absurdity of an-called monomctal- 
lism, with fco metals, the forviga trade oore 
& much smaller proportion to the home 
trade than now, when hardly a child even 
is unaffected by its fortunes, At ao time 
when parish intorests were the chief in- 
toreats, it was" natural for tho wise men to 
consider them first ; but were they living 
now they would doubtless be fonnd tall 
enough to ace, over tho parish hedge, that 


Englishmen aro citizens of the world of 
commerce, and that what is beat for tho 
world of commerce is beat for Englishmen. 

No doubt trade would go on with o 
clumsy medium uf exchango, or even none 
at all, and houses would ba built even were 
we to choose to return to implomonts of 
atone, but it ahould not be necessary at this 


time f day to argue thata medium ef the 
prenteat attainable stability in exchange 
ia best valuo for the world. 

For this n singlo metal, though not with- 
out disadvantages whore payments are de- 
forred, would bobost furcurronttransactions; 
but there aro two precions metals to deal 
with, which have both been in use by tho 
world almost since history began. Sup- 
pose that silver was choscn as the single 
metal, the world’s existing stock of gold 
destroyed, and sll gold mines clused by 
Government fiat ; with our recent experi- 
ence can it bo doubted that the ownora of 
the gold mines would keep the world in 
confueion agitating fur a re-opening, and. 
What tho future ‘may 
bring to pass is for prophets to say, but, 
for the present, true, world-wide mono- 
metallisis is only a dream of enthusiasts, 
and the question for practical men is how 
lv attain the greatest possiblo stability in 
the relative value of the tivo metals now in 
use, that thoy may be na like a single metal 
aa possible. 

Considered as commodities, aubject to 
tho laws of supply and demand, tho two 
metals differ from other commodities in that 
being imporishable, and usually retained in 
arcadily exchangoable form, annual supply 
howovor exceptional has a leas effect on the 
Mass accumulated during conturles, | than 
would, for examplo, « superabandant crop 
of wheat on astock that is but the surplus 
of a few years’ production at most. In addi- 
tion, until reeently both metals had, us stan- 
dard money for the greator part of the world, 
a constant demand to still more stoady 
their rolative value; they woro commo- 
dities' wanted by everybody, all the time, 

In former days, when the world’s stock 
was comparatively small, and communica- 
tion between the countries less speedy than 
now, a shipload of gold or silver poured 
finto a small market, sometimes, indeed, 
eatised considerable fiuctuationa until the 
fluod could be diffused and find its level ; 
and sometimes, then as now, foolish intor- 
ference by governments interrupted the 
natural course of events; but except in 
such instances the exchange valuo. of the 
precious metals, inter se, did not vary 
rapidly enough to seriously affect interna. 
tional commerce from the honigning of 
monoy till 1816, when England by demo- 
netizing silver deprived it of tha former 
demand, still provided for gold.. Even 
than tho fixed ratio, of Franco alone first 
and later of the Latin.

AN OLD TAR'S STORY OF TH 
FORTIES. : 

An old ‘Tar’ who was present at the 
birth of the Colony haa sont a fow notes of 
his experience to a relative on board one of 
the men-of-war now inthe harbour. The 
notes are somewhat diajcintel, but they 
tay be ‘interesting at this Obristmas cum 
Jubilee season, * The JasttimeI eaw Green 
Island and “Hongkong, there were ‘only 
throe grog shops in the place, named the 
Hongkong Tavern, the Briton’s Boast, 
and the Happy Return, I waa the firat to 
hoist the Royal Standard on the Island, 
on the knight’ng of Sir Hugh Gough: the 
ceremony wos-on board of the ship the 
Cornwallis on the quarter deck. A por- 
trait of Her Majesty was hung on the after 
side of the main-mast, and the ship was 
dressed with flags. The ceremony had to be 
finished on shoe, so I had to Lave the 
Royal Standard down and take it on shore 
and hoist it there. Admiral Wilmot, who 
died a few years ago, was then our flag 


lieutenant, and ‘the present Admiral Phili- 


more signal mato. ‘ 4 
‘In 184i there were only ‘a few huts in 
Hotigkong. Wo spent. our Xmas then in 
the Corntoaélis, and I will give youra little 
of cur ‘subsequent doings as far as K can 
recollect. them. We arrived at Chusan in 
February 1842 in the Cornuallisand Blond 
but we had to leave the two big ships: i 
Chusan. We bad no naval steamers in 
those days but.-two belonging to the East

THE NAMO 1 PIRACY CASE. 
MAGISTERIAL INQUIRY. 


Mr Wodehouse resumed his inquiry at 
tho Magistracy to-day into the. Namoa 
piracy case. os 

Tho following ovidence was taken :— 

Dr Marques said—~I beid a post mortem 
on the bodies of Capt. Pocock and a man 
named Feterson on the 12th inat. Cup. 
Pocock had a bullet wound in his right 
side. Tho bullet had traversed the lungs and 
liver, eventually lodging in the spius) 
column. It ‘was a ‘bulldog’ revolver 
bullet, The abdumen was full of blood. 
Death was caused by homorrhags, the 
cHect of the bullet wound. * Both Jungs 
showed signs of cld pleurisy, and both 
kidaeys were pole.

They 
did not kill any of us nor.fire at us, Thave 
not heard of any of the passengers being 
killed, There were two or three women 
passongors on-board. Thoy were not killed. 
I saw them at the end of the voyage. : I 
could recognise two of the pirates if they 
were here. These two were the men who 
searched me. They had European hatsov, 
The pirates wero Punti and Hakka men. 

Inapector Mathieson’ stated that the 
witness had been unable to identify any of 
the men at present in’ gaol charged with 
being concerned in the pirnoy.

SUPREME COURT. 
IN CRIMINAL SESSIONS, _ 

, (Before Sir Sumes Russell, Chief Justice.) 

Wednesday, Dec. 24.
